There was only one true way in which to help the young Bra 
widows, some of whom were not oM enough to have lived with 
husbands, and that was remarriage. But remarriage of a widow 
considered a mortal sin, uabeard of in Kashmir, and hence Impw.nl 
But m the year 1927 some students erf the CHS- Schools arranged 
two marruges of Brahman widows in village*. Of ■.■><■■■ they *

Then in 1938 some brave eld atudeno ui uur achoob, led by 

Headmaster Shankcr Koul, carried through a' double marriage 
Siinugar, the centre oi Brahmin Orthodoxy. A special hciy t+Ji 
(as ted 40 days in order to cause Sharker Koul's death; hut as Shanl 
Koul refund Co di£, thr taJhm eatw tn thr innctiitmn that he 
have made a mistake, and bravely owned up to it and courc 
changed side*, and became a supporter of widow remarriage. 

So now today I am *blc to give the joyful news that over 
hundred Brahman widows have been remarried. So aeain the 
possible was nude Possible. 

To giic an idea of what views the eider boys held regarding 
1 rehte the following incident when I was tcadiing the top class of 
School in the jcar 1891. Their ages averaged about twenty tears, 
w rf > twenty-four. All wcic iuarrlcd> and some had children. None 
than had their faces shaved, so some had respectable black beards J 
whitker*. All of course wore their case marks of ltd 
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paioi from forehead to note, on the lobe* of their ear* and on their 
throat*.

I wai somewhat flabbergasted at this outburst, I was gljd

For the first day or two the sight of Brahman masters and 
boys doing coolie work caused quire a little excitement among ihe 
townsfolk, who came to laugh and jeer and amuse themselves generally.

THE SHEIKH BAGH SCHOOL 
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In pre-war years, it was commonly said by many people Aat i: 
impossible to educate British boyt out here. My wife and I had 
doubts about the impossibility of doing so, but were not in a 
to tackle this particular 'impossible.' But the wai wrmh . 
to many impossibles to be possible Has enabled us to do so, 
Pait readers of dicsc lop may remember an account of the Sheikh 
&agh School which appealed in one of diem, in which I gave an 
account 01 our beginning*; but foe the sake of other* whn did not tee 
that particular log, I hope they will forgive me if I go back a bit 

In 10^0. the fall of France and the war situation generally caused 
many parents in India to have their children sent out here. Kashmir, 
heing a healthy flima*. soon began to till op with boys and girl* from 
Britain. There was do schooling available for them, so that here was 
our chance to tackle the impouiblc— though we had no idea at the 
time that it was going to prove half as difficult as it was. That first 
year when our school was in process of growing is only a bad dream 
—builder^ carpenters, catering, stiff, parents, special health pre* 
ons, special precautions to prevent stealing, apart altogether from 
the boys, all had enough materia] to give us sick head who for yean 
to come. And of course we were tackling something that had not 
been tried before- We had no experience to rely oc f nnd no one to 
advise us. WeH, we lived through it to see the school grow from 4; 
in the firu term till it readied 134 at its peak in 1943. With the im- 
provement in the war situation, our numbers hive gone down slowly; 



We originally starred as a preparatory school only, bat in 1942 we 
decided to do something for older boys; as it was no good telling 
parents oi boys who had been with us lor years that they must now 
leave* if there was nowhere for them to go. 

As in die beginning when we tint started, we turned to the Mission 
School fee help. Mr. Jardine agreed to start a eW* in the Hadow 
Memorial School lor boyi wishing to go in for the Senior Cambridge 
Certificate. TTiit wis to he open tn any of the older British boys and 

also for Indian boys who wished for an English education. The staff 
would be supplied jointly by Sheikh Bagh and the Hadow School. 
Thus we had our toys becoming a part of tic Misstoo School One 
of these boys was our boy Hugh; and thoie of you who have hern down 
to the school at the Third Bridge and remember the Honour Boards 
in the hall there, where the names of long distance swimmers are 
recorded, will be interested to know that now among those names 
appears Tyndale-Biscoe, With several other of our senior boys he 
swans across the Dal and back again (about 6 miles). 1 am sure that 
my father, when he tackled the 'impossible* job of making all his boys 
awinunert, and started the long distance swims across the Dal, 
new have dreamed that his grandWs name would one day be 013 
board. ' 

With conditions improving so rapidly, Ac nod (or the senior 
sect™ no lorger e*im. a. the boy fl can go home to their public 
schools, and so this has come to an end since I>cember 1 1944.

One 

of our boys had a chance to put his knowledge to good effect when 

travelling by train one holidays. A man hid jumped off the train and 

broken his thigh. No one on the train could do anything. A crowd 

collected round the man, doing a lot of biking, but no a: Don. Our 

boy, who was 14. uxMnediatcly got to work; tied up die broken leg 

u the way be had learnt; made a stretcher for him out of a blanket; 

had him carried to hli carriage, where he *as made si comfortable si 

possible. 

We have alio gone in mr the Royal Life Saving Society's tests in 
Life-aaring and Reamdtation, and so boys passed the tests in 1944 
What pleased me most about this was that the senior boys themselves 
arranged classes to teach others, and brought ihem to me to test when 

they were proficient. B _ 

We have gone round Srinagar on levera! occasions on bicycles and 

in our school boats collecting salvage, which we load into s band cart

purposes to help on the war effort. A few years ago k ^y• 
been 'impossible' for Brithh boys to be seen pathing a cart.
